"No Institution operating un- 
der the Charitable Institutions' 
Act in Ontario pays to send its 
children to the local schools; but 
aware that Warrendale was new 
to Newmarket our board has 
voluntarily offered to bo school- 
supporters through paying what 
would normally be their share 
of the school tax. Thus the 
school board Is losing no rev- 
enue, although we have tho right 
to be tax-free under the statutes 
of Ontario. We paid full taxes 
on our property for half of 1052 
before requesting tax exemption. 

"To show our good faith we 
have forwarded a cheque to the 
town treasurer to cover the bal- 
ance of our 1052 school tax and 
approximately one-half of what 



we expect to pay in school taxes 
in 1053. We ore prepared to pay 
the balance for 195.1 tin soon as 
the mill rate Is determined." 

Chapter 24 of the revised 
statutes of Ontario, 1050, stales 
tinder tho heading of exemptions, 
that "all real properly lit Ont- 
ario shall to liable to taxation 
subject to the following exemp- 
tions: "Every Industrial farm, 
house of Industry, house of ref- 
uge, institution for the reforma- 
tion of offenders or for the care 
of children, hoys' and girls* 
home, or other similar Institu- 
tion conducted on philanthropic 
principles and not for the pur- 
pose of profit or gain, but only 
when the land is owned by the 
Institution and occupied nnd 
used for the purpose of tho In* 
stltutlon." 

Wnrreiidnlo also pays full 
taxes on Its additional house nnd 
property at 1 Robert St., New- 
market. The house is not being 
used for the Institution. It has 
lx»on pointed out that people liv- 
ing outside of town nnd who 
own property In town* con send 
children to schools without pay- 
ing non-resident fees. It would 
npfwar that Warrendale could 
l>o under this classification as 
well. : 

Members of the Newmarket 

public school board have be<|i 
Insisting that Warrendale should 
pay non-resident fee for each 
student which \yould amount to 
considerable more money than 
the school taxes.

The road was consider- 
ed to be the first "provincial" 
highway in the district. 

In 1788 the Mississauga In- 
dians were out, armed with gun 
and bow, to dispute with the 
surveyors ,the western limit of 
the sale they had made of the 
county of York to tho Crown. 
Now, 165 years later, other resi- 
dents are out, armed with deeds 
ami patents, disputing the west- 
ern limit of the "Smalley Sur- 
vey" hi the same county. 

What upset the "npplo-cart" Is 
the township by-law No, 5110, 
drawn up In a preelection month 
which says that "by such a good 
and sufficient deed of bargain 
and sale as this council has pow- 
er to grant", lands on the survey 
were changed. Tho roadway 
was changed ot Roche's PL ond 
part of the old roadway ns sur- 
veyed was no longer a rond. It 
became to nil appearances, part 
of summer estates. 

The question is whether tho by- 
law was legal, whether it could 
be passed in spite of the Quarter 
Sessions* original survey. The 
community planning board of 
Canada which met in 1948 pre- 
sented recommendations for pos- 
sible I-nko Simcoe shoreline park 
sites, indicated their belief In the 
validity of the "Smnlley Survey" 
by printing on a presentation, the 
following; 

'•These properties could be de- 
veloped Into an excellent park as 
they are now serviced by rail and 
highway. Between the township 
park and Jackson's Point, there 
is over four miles of public beach, 
because the lakeshore road was 
laid out by the Quarter Sessions 
board of 1835 and along the lake, 
is a 66 foot width of rood, (tak- 
ing In the beach); very little of 
this beach has been privately pro- 
tected by patent* or licences of 
occupation." 



IMMUNIZATION AT 
HEALTH UNIT FOR 
NEXT FOUR MONTHS ' 

Immunization will again be 
offered at the Child Health 
Centre In Newmarket for infants 
and pre-school children, during 
February, March, April and May. 

The Child Health Centre, 
sponsored by the Women's In- 
stitute in conjunction with the 
York County Health Unit, is held 
the last Friday of every month 
throughout the year in the York 
County Health Unit office. The 
next clinic Is February 27, 1.30 
to 4.00 p.m. 

Protection is offered against 
Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, 
tetanus (Lockjaw) and Small- 
pox. Booster doses for those pre- 
viously immunized prevents fad- 
ing of immunity. 

Diphtheria has become less 

common, nnd some parents do 
not see the need for protection. 

Tills conclusion is wrong. The 
fact that Diphtheria still occurs, 
seems to indicate that full ad- 
vantage of known protection 
measures are not being taken. 

Smallpox still occurs and with 
rapid trayel by airplane between 
many countries, It Is still poss- 
ible for Smallpox to become a 
community problem. Immuniza- 
tion by vaccination is a sure pre- 
ventive of Smallpox. Vaccina- 
tion should be repealed about 
every 5 years, just In case imm- 
unity had faded. 

At the Child Health Centre, 
the mother discusses such prob- 
lems ns nutrition, growth and 
development nnd behaviour prob- 
lems with tho Public Health 
Nurse. Everyone Is welcome.

We wrote the material our* 

selves and Mr. Goodhoofd did 
the translating. The headings 
were written in English and. 
Mr. Goodhoofd was instructed 
to write the same in Dutch, 
using the same number of let- 
ters and spaces in each line as 
in the English version. Thi3 
was the first stumbling block. 
What we said in English took 
about twice as many words and 
about three times as many let- 
ters and spaces in Dutch. 

^Eventually, we shortened 
down all superfluous expres- 
sions In English and our trans- 
lator was able to brief his head- 



ings. The translated text was/ 
printed in block letters by hand 
as Mr. Goodhoofd cannot oper- 
ate a typewriter. He finished 
his copy by Tuesday noon and 
we merrily dumped it into the 
Ifnotypists* trays and tried to 
be nonchalant Blood press* 
tires mounted during the day 
and we wondered if it had been 
worth it all. 

Since the text was printed 
In block letters, the liontypists, 
not being able to read Dutch, 
did not know what letters 
should be capitalized.

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RCN VET BUILDS SCHOONER IN BACKYARD 







One of the two women on the Newmarket public 
school board criticized this newspaper for the "publicity" 
it had given the board during its recent difficulties. 
There was a suggestion made that because of the news- 
paper, the town was acquiring a bad name. The trustee 
said that she was not harmed personally by the publicity 
but that the school children of Newmarket were being 
harmed. She said that the board tries to "draw good 
teachers to Newmarket" and asked what outside teach- 
ers must think when they read about the board. 

There is no need to draw up a defence against 
questionable logic. Since there is a lack of logic, a 
logical defence would be wasted effort. But the situa- 
tion provides an opportunity to state a few facts and 
opinions about what a newspaper should be doing. 
First of all, a newspaper does not go out and make the 
news. It reports about people, organizations, govern- 
ments and their activities which make the news. The 
activities of elected bodies make important . news in 
everything they do* since their actions usually affect 
their electors to varying degrees. It is important that 
a newspaper has a responsibility or conscience. In pur 
opinion, it has a responsibility to mirror all activities 
in the community and thereby serve. 

Recent strife on the school board has created news. 
Tho members themselves have made the news. The 
question of school fees or taxes involving a charitable 
institution in the community merely shows the surface 
of the trouble on tho school board. As we have said 
before, the board is in an unhealthy state. Now mem- 
bers are turning on each other viciously and personal 
attacks, which hardly seem to belong to a supposedly 
public spirited group of elected representatives, have 
turned school board affairs into a disgrace. 

A newspaper certainly would not be living up to 
its responsibility as a servant lo a community if it went 
blind to these conditions. It is the paper's duty to 
report the news, particularly of elected bodies. 

The trustee suggested that the school children are 
being harmed by the recent publicity. We have given 
our opinion that the people should know about tho 
board's activities and in carrying out our responsibility 
the result has been what the trustee calls "publicity". 
If the publicity is harmful to tho school children, it is 
our opinion that the trustee is making an obvious admis- 
sion that the board's activities are harmful to the 
children of Newmarket. Wo heartily agree. 

If teachers in other communities decido that thoy 
do not like the Newmarket school board, It is certainly 
lo their credit. They would bo showing good judgment. 
Newmarket wants good teachers but for staff replace- 
ment, it is doubtful that tho good teachers will bo clam- 
oring for positions here until there is peace, harmony 
and co-operation on the hoard.

The national office is in close contact with officials 
overseas to give any help during the present emergency. 
The British Red Cross is taking care of its own needs 
for the present time, according to recent word and all 
Canadian help will go to Holland. Supplies ore being 
sent by T.C.A. and K.L.M., the Royal Dutch Airways, 
free of charge. At the present time, priority is being 
given to blankets, sheets, pillow cases and quilts.

The dairy farmers are of the opinion that dairy- 
ing is everybody's business and at the convention of 
the dairy farmers of Canada in Vancouver, recently, 
the decision was made to urge governments in tho pro- 
vinces to protect their industry against imports of 
vegetable oils. This week the columnist "Dairy Farmer 
gives his opinions on the banning imports of vegetable 
oils from the United States.

Tho farmers argue that tho dairy industry is basic- 
ally essential to the Canadian economy and the health 
of our people. It provides more than 2,250,000 Cana- 
dians with all or part of their livelihood. It provides 
greater stability to agriculture than any other type of 
farm enterprise ; and agriculture, despite present indus- 
trial expansion, is still the foundation of the Canadian 
economy,

It conserves tho top six inches of our soil upon 
which we depend for our very existence. Its products 
supply one third of the food nutrients for only 20 per- 
cent of the consumers* food dollar. It ranks among 
Canada's top industries, contributing more than $750,- 
000,000 annually to our national commerce. 

It is perfectly reasonable to say that this important 
national industry should rccoivo tho same protection 
as other industries such as tho automobile Industry. If 
we could buy American automobiles at tho American 
prico, thoro would hardly bo any Canadian automobllo 
industry. The industry ia protected; dairy farming 
has as much right to tho same protection, 

THEIR OWN MASTERS 

The following editorial from tho Barrio Examiner 
is of interest at a llmo whon the town council and public 
school board aro preparing their budgets, which will bo 
determining tho tax rnto for 1953*. 

Tho OrlIHa l'acUet a n d Times hna noted that a 
recent mipromo court mil Off, which, in effect, reaffirms 
that s o It o o I boards aro not auaworablo to municipal 
councils but to tholr constituents, Is worthy of more 
than passing Interest on tho part of all taxpayers. 

Tho rifling resulted whon tho city of Port Arthur 
deducted a sum of $57,000 from tho school board esti- 
mates when striking its 1052 tax rate. Tho school 
board appealed to havo tho amount restored to its bud- 
get and tho matter was finally settled recently when 
Mr. Justice .ludsou ordered tlm city to pay tho amount 
to tho Hoard of Education. 

Barrio would do well to note tho ruling and consider 
its Implications; The Judgment doos not Introdueo 
anything now and moroly what hna boon gonoral prac- 
llco in tho past. But it is In this practice that tho Im- 
portance of tho matter lies. 

Thoro havo not boon my Mriofw disputoa hero for 
a numbor of years between the municipal council and 
tho town or district school boards. On occasions Coun- 
cllhas sent back tho ostlinatos of tho school boards, 
asking that thoy bo reviewed In an effort to reduce 
them and so holp to lraop down tho municipal tax rate. 
But that Is na far ns a council can go. Tho Bchool boards 
aro not obliged to reduce tholr budgets, although out 
of courtesy ami a desire lo eo-onornto as fully ns possible, 
every effort Is usually made to out unuocosattry Hpond- 
lug. 

Wo do not suggest that olthor board la or has boon 
oxtravhgant with tax money In tho past. But wo do 
suggest that it would bo wise for cltlzons who nro pay- 
ing for education to tako moro Interest In school board 
matters. It gains little to cut n couplo of hundred dollars 
off sumo hard-pressed town department If tho school 
boards upend thousands unnocossorily,

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It the first six weeks of 1953 
arc any indication, this year 
promises to be on Improvement 
on 1952. In all fairness we 
should admit that such steps as 
the sale of the surplus cheese 
and bacon is a step in the right 
direction. Especially the latter, 
where the government took the 
realistic view of things and in- 
cluded In the price of bacon, 
the amount that canning or 
storing of any surplus would 
have coat us, os a subsidy to- 
wards the price paid by the 
U.K. This resulted in a much 
larger quantity going overseas 
than it would have otherwise. 

f We should also count as a 
promise of better things to 
come the stnrt of marketing 
hogs by a marketing agency. 
It Is much too early to tell what 
suecess it will have In tho long 
run but for tho time being it fa 
keeping hog prices above tho 
floor price and we know that 
some hogs were sent to Mon* 
trcnl at a time when hogs were 
much higher there than here. 

This was made possible, of 
course, by having the hogs to 
dlsposo of, instead of tho old 
system where the packing 
houses received tho hogs direct- 
ly from tho truck and tho few 
going to tho stockyards made 
too small a volume to alter tho 
price. And pteaso note also 
that cheques in this area como 
buck without exchange taken 
from them. 

Wo hopo that tho marketing 
ngeney will introduce some 

semblance of stability in tho 

hog business and lot us hopo 
that last fall's much too pre- 
mature announcement of the 
drop in floor price didn't dam- 
ugo tho business beyond repair, 
Wo aro not too sure. 

Other things wo look forward 
to are, of course, the lifting of 
tho embargo in a fow weeks' 
time Wo doubt that any great 
amount of cattle will cross tho 
border immediately and wo 
suspect that the present depres- 
sion in bocf prices is a sign 
ot our market adjusting Itself 
to tho markets and prices 
across the lino. As tar as ex* 
port of cows and helfors for 
milk Is concern Dd, ther o won't 
l>o much difference until fall, 
at least that is tho way we 

are guessing It. 
The one dark cloud on the 

horizon Is still tho question of 



the vegetable oils, and their 
threat to dairy fanners. There 
are few people connected with 
agriculture who do not realiie 
the danger Involved and the 
resolutions passed have been 
unanimous in condemning the 
indiscriminate use of vegetable 
oils. Wo are wondering whe- 
ther or not the outcry was long 
enough and loud enough to 
make the necessary impression. 
Wo are afraid that altogether 
too many farmers somehow 
took the attitude that surely It 
couldn't happen here and that 
it ia too monstrous to contem- 
plate. 

Wo are hoping that our pro- 
vincial legislators will take a 
long look at tho situation and 
consider it in tho light of what 
their decision will mean to 
generations of farmres to come. 
If they will do this, they will 
sec that the industrial worker 
gets protection in this country 
through tariffs, Tho gold min- 
ing industry gets protection 
through direct aid to make up 
for a gold prico set by the 
United Slides treasury. The 
aircraft Industry is helped be* - 
cause it Is an important factor 

in national defense. 

Any other part of the econ- 
omy gets the protection that it 
needs. Now here is tho Indus- 
try of dairying. It has aup* 
plied tho population of Can- 
ada with as Utile disruption an 
any group manufacturing and 
growing any product you can 
think of year In and year out 
at a cost that made its products 
availuble to the public reason- 
ably. 

Today the price of a brick of 
Ice cream or a pound of cheese 
or a pound of butter, for what 
it off era in food value, is rea- 
sonable and fair to the buyer. 
A brick ot Ice cream, nutritious 
and a good dosaort for three to 
four people, ia the ' cheapest 
dessert a housewife can buy. 
The man engaged in dairying 
has fulfilled Its part in the 
economy, Is ho not entitled to 
some degree of protection? 

This is tho main Isaue, We 
havo done our Job; we have 
dono it for years. Are we to 
bo sacrificed for 10 cents a 
pound? If wo are, this coun- 
try will find that 10 cents sav- 
ed today will cost them many 
dollars In a few years* time, 
in health, in fertility and in un- 
employment rellof.

National Health Week is a good 

reminder that your feet prob- 
ably get less care and harsher 
treatment than any other part 
of your. body. The fact is that 
most Canadians are fussier 
about the care of their automo- 
biles — with the result that the 
number of Canadians suffering 
from foot ills b2S more than 
doubled since Henry Ford intro- 
duced the Model T. 

This week, orthopedists, pedi- 
atrists and other medical special- 
ists arc brandishing a fistful of 
statistics and advice in an effort 
to prevent you from hobbling 
through life like a barefoot pil- 
grim. For example, they report 
that one out of every three 
Canadians suffers from sore and 
aching feet, and that foot 
troubles usually come from 
wearing faulty shoes. 

As a good foot health rule, 
most specialists recommend flex- 
ible all-leather shoes with 
leather uppers and soles. The 
fibrous structure of leather al- 
lows your feet to receive cool 
aid and evaporate perspiration, 
and also provides necessary firm- 
ncss and support. 

The foot is a delicate piece of 
human machinery, made up of 
26 bones, 19 muscles, 214 liga- 
ments, and a higher concentra- 
tion of sweat glands and tiny 
blood vessels than in any other 
part of your anatomy. No won- 
der such a complex mechanism 
develops kinks and soreness 
when poorly shod. Worse yet, 
shoes that don't fit proper tly or 
are made of unsuitable materials 
can throw the entire body out of 
alignment and set up a chain re- 
action of complaints ranging 
from headaches to back pains. 

Your feet demand comfort 



first, but style and comfort are 
so subtly combined in all- 
leather shoes today that no one 
need go without either. By all 
means, wear the style you like, 
say the experts, but watch for 
materials, fit and construction, 
to be sure of day-long comfort. 
Here are the rules they tell 
you to follow: 

(1) When you go to a shoe 
store, have both feet measured 
in a standing position and fit 
the larger of your two feet. 
Leave room for your toes to 
wiggle and stretch — at least 
three-quarters of an inch — but 
make sure you have a snug tit 
to prevent rubbing and chafing. 

(2) Insist on soft leather up- 
pers, and leather soles which 
provide flexible comfort and al- 
low your feet to "breathe". The 
experts tell us to use leather 
soles since they offer cushioning 
support without constricting ac- 
tive feet, and supple leather up- 
pers which keep the toes free 
from cramping and readily con- 
form to the shape of your feet. 

(3) Make sure your stockings 
or socks are a good half-inch 
larger than you big toe. Other- 
wise, your toes will be cramped 
and your feet too hot. 

(4) If you want to keep foot- 
happy, get into the habit of do- 
ing some simple exercises daily 
to pep up the 19 muscles and 
several times that many touchy 
tendons in each foot. One that's 
a good antidote If you've spent 
much of your time on high heels 
is this: Sit on the edge of your 
bed with legs stretched out and 
flex your feet forv/ard and back 
as far as they will go each way. 
You'll feel the pull in your calf 
muscles, and your feet will be 
relaxed and refreshed.

Bales, 
to discuss the use of "credit fac- 
ilities" by farmers, 

One group of the forum decided 
it was not good business to in- 
vest so much credit in machinery 
but should invest more in live- 
stock and seeds, which would 
bring more profit. The other 
groups thought it a good idea to 
invest in machinery as it gcta 
the work done f aster, easier and 
helps to hold their sons on the 
farm. 

It also helps to interest com- 
petent help. Borrowing to buy 
livestock is not necessary, they 
said, as livestock will reproduce 
themselves. Livestock prices can 
fluctuate so rapidly, that cattle 
valued at $1,000 at the start of the 
loan could drop to a value of 
$500 in a few weeks. 

It fs good business for the farm 
family to use credit when it la 
needed to engage in ventures 
which would increase the income 
and standard of living, such as 

increasing acreage, improving 
seeds and buildings, it was felt.

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and Holland. Even with the 
word pictures and the photo- 
graphs of the destruction, it is 

difficult for us in our comfort- 
able homes in Ontario to visual* 
ize the nightmare that life has 
suddenly become for thousands 
of families. What do the words 
♦"flood", inundate" or "havoc" 
mean to us? We have never ex- 
perienced them. 

For these many English and 
Dutch families they have ceased 
to be words describing a situa- 
tion in a newspaper accounL 
They have become as real to 

them as the members of their 
own families. One day they 
owned their homes. They wor- 
ried about the payment on the 

piano or began to plan the 
spring planting. The next day, 
their house, its furnishings and 
all their material possessions 
were gone. The land was cov- 
ered with salt water. In many 
instances, mother, father or bro- 
thers and sisters have not\ sur- 
vived. 

Can we understand their suf- 
fering? After years of war or, 
as in the case of Holland, enemy 
occupation; after years of food 
scarcities and rigidly controlled 
diet; after years of frugal living, 
both as individuals and as na- 
tions, they had begun to see a 
better day ahead. Now for 
whole sections of these countries, 



we extend our sympathy. But 
to all who have been enveloped 
in this cloak of disaster we must 
give more than our sympathy. 
We must give them material 
help. Words of reassurance and 
comfort are needed. Clothing, 
food, medical supplies and the 
money to purchase these and 
many more necessities can be 
our practical expression of bro- 
therly love. 

Ag individuals we can give to 
the fund being established for 
the flood victims in Holland and 

England. "Oie Newmarket coun- 
cil, under the direction of Bob 
McGuire, has led the way and 
the town office has been desig- 
nated as the quarters to 

which financial donations may 
be forwarded. Town Clerk, 
Wesley Brooks, has been author- 
ized to accept such contribu- 
tions.

'•Emergency Feeding in Civil 
Defence" was the topic of Miss 
Verna Smyth's tulk to the York 
County Nurses? association cm 
Feb. 3. In miruducing her topic, 
Miss Smyth referred to the clct- 
UiUiiM of health as set out by 
the World Health organization as 
a state of complete physical, 
mental and social well being and 
not merely the absence of dw- 
fcajio or infirmity. 

Miss Smyth reminded t h e 
members to have their onnuul 
medical examination nnd told of 
the importance of having other 
interests apart from their work. 
The present disaster in Eng- 
Icmd nnd Holland Is sufficient 
evidence of the need for organ- 
ization of emergency feeding. In 
times of trouble, food is of the 
utmost importance. It has been 
fluid that in Winnipeg during the 
floods of 1050, the serving of 
sandwiches and tea to the work- 
ers filling sandbags was a great 
morale builder. 

In times of disaster, emerg- 
ency food organization moy.be 
required within a few hours for 
infants, casualties nnd for the 
civil defence workers them- 
selves. Such a service has an 
important psychological effect In 
calming panic and relieving ten- 
alon among the disaster workers. 
An administrative plan would 
ba necessary to utilize the local 
resources In times of emergency. 
Organized and planned by the 
local defence group, it would 
take two phases, administrative 
and operational. In the first, 
the duties would involve the pro- 
curement of food supplies, 
equipment, fuel and water. In 
a target area, defence workers 
would be factd with the prob- 
lem of food, and water contam- 
ination and the disruption of 
public utilities. 

In the operational phase, the 
preparation and serving of food 
would constitute the duties* A 
committee on food procurement 
might be set up. It could eon* 
tact retailers,, wholesalers dis- 
tributors, dairymen, hotel and 
restaunnit men to determine I 



what supplies would be avail- 
able within the district in the 
event of an emergency. The 
personnel of the local water and 
hydro departments, oil and coal 
dealers, hardware distributors 
nnd others should be included in 
any emergency planning pro- 
gram. Places where mass feed- 
ing might take placo should be 
found. 

The committee on emergency 
feeding might be drawn from 
the Red Cross, church groups, 
service clubs, community organ- 
izations or private individuals. 
Tho civil defence organization 
might take over tho other duties. 

The need for training people 
who could cook for large num- 
bers in emergencies should be 
considered. The cooka already 
in the district should be contact- 
ed. In England, to gain experi- 
ence, the women In the 60 age 
group are going Into the big 
schools to do the lunches. Mobile 
food teams should be establish- 
ed. ' 

There is no substitute for food. 

It is necessary in times of em- 
ergency as in ordinary circum- 
stances to maintain life. Even 
a good cup of tea helps to build 
up morale in times of trouble.

In our experience the extent of such arrogance is un- 
matched. 

A member of a subsidiary council body resigns his 
office while a year of its tenure is still uncompleted; 
and in the process of resignation reprimands the mayor 
and members of council for alleged impropriety in the 
conduct of business and a basic error in administration; 
is invited to reconsider resignation; then proceeds to 
reaffirm the resignation and in so doing repeats his 
castigation; following all of which he is nominated for 
a further term of three years' service. 

Such a nomination in such circumstances would be 
farcical if more important issues had not been at stake. 
As we see it, the election of Mr. Mills in the circumstan- 
ces concerned would have made a laughing-stock of 
the town council. Such an election would have involved 
the admission that the reprimands inflicted on the 
mayor and council were both justifiable and acceptable. 
The authority of council would have been submerged in 
a triumph on the part of one recalcitrant member of 
the planning board. 

We are profoundly glad that the mayor and four 
members of council saw the situation in its true colors 
and refused to be wordily browbeaten into an ignomini- 
ous surrender. We e q u a 1 1 y regret that the reeve, 
deputy-reeve and two members of council were prepared 
to accept such proposed humiliation. The incident has 
provided the citizens with a close-up revelation of the 
mentality of a section of the Aurora Planning board. 

BETTER LIGHTING 

Introduced by Mr. George Baldwin, hydro chair- 
man, the hydro superintendent, Charles Copland, gave 
a very impressive outline of two types of lighting for 
Aurora's Main street, extending from the Aurora 
dairy to Allan's service station. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Copland said he felt that Aurora should 
have the best possible type of lighting, subject, of 
course, to cost. The majority of people will commend 
such a sentiment. 

By coincidence we were writing in our issue of 
January 29 on Main street, which we described as a 
"Street of Shadows" after the closing of the stores. 
The approximate cost of the new lighting system out- 
lined by Mr. Copland was from ?6,500 to $7,000. Some 
discussion was initiated but not pursued, on the question 
of whether the town or the hydro should bear the cost 
of the installation of equipment. 

The matter of the cost of installation and who shall 
bear it will, with other contingent matters, be discussed 
in joint meetings of a council committee and the hydro 
commission. • 

At present Main street is a "Street of Shadows". 
Means should quickly be found to redeem it from its 
primitive condition. With the widening now in pro- 
gress and a new system of lighting installed, Main street, 
Aurora, could be transformed into one of the best busi- 
ness thoroughfares in Canada. 

DIDN'T HE KNOW? 

* 

In a recent issue of the Aurora Banner, the editor 
urged the need for the laying of a floor in the arena to 
provide for, among other uses, the holding of a Trade 
Fair. Didn't the editor of the Aurora Banner know 
that the reason why no floor can be properly and safely 
laid down in the arena is because the condition of the 

structure at its north-east end is so bad that such an 
addition would be impossible? 

The proposal for the holding of a Trade Fair origin- 
ated with the Rotary club and the idea was later co-opted 
by the Board of Trade. Any legitimate and reasonable 
methods that will stimulate local business and attract 
visitors to town are to be commended ; and a Trade 
Fair certainly meets such requirements. But where to 
hold the Trade Fair? That is the pertinent question. 

In this way the arena came under con* deration and 

* the editor of the Banner got going with an editorial 
urging the need of the laying down of a floor. The 
question was brought up at a recent meeting of the 
Rotary club and our information is that pressure on 
the part of Mr. Gordon Hoffman elicited the admission 
during the discussion that no floor could properly and 
aafely be laid down for the reasons given above. 

We suggest that the editor of the Banner should 
have been aware of these facts at the time he wrote the 
editorial urging the need for. a floor in the arena. In 

• the absence of the facts, Banner readers could easily 
draw wrong conclusions and thereby misplace the blame. 

We further suggest that if the editor of the Banner 
had been as diligent in ascertaining the real facts on 
the condition of the arena as he was in "Waiting" us in 
our efforts at informing the public on the facts, he might 
have written a mora convincing editorial.

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Two of these votes that saved 
council's prestige were cast by 
new members, Councillor Mrs. 
Moffat and CounciHor Bill 
Davidson. They deserve a hand 
from the electors. They made 
it clear that council, not the 
planning board, is still master 
of the situation in the munici- 
pality of Aurora. The planning 
board members responsible for 
an attempt to jettison the auth- 
ority of council may now take 
pleasure in licking their wounds. 

Dr. Boulding was in the offing 
when the verdict was given. He 
wac anxious to have his former 

colleague and nominee, W. S. 

Mills, back again. Reeve Cook, 
Deputy-Reeve Murray, Coun- 
cillors Davis and King, swallow- 
ed the harsh and bitter medicine 
Mr. Mills administered to them 
in two letter sent to council. 
Councillors Moffat, Davidson, 
Jones and Murray handed the 
medicine back, not liking the 
taste of it. It was left to Mayor 
Rose to throw the bottle away. 
Mills Resignation Stays 

Our readers are familiar with 
the circumstances in which Mr. 
Mills resigned from the planning 
board in November, 1952. He was 
invited to reconsider his deci- 
sion. In December, 1952, he re- 
affirmed his previous decision 
to resign. In both letters he 
criticized the action of the mayor 
and council. Despite all of this 
he was nominated for a new 
three- year term on the planning 
board. 

What amazed us was that 
Reeve Cook, lately promoted to 
the office of Warden, should not 
only have condoned the charges 
of incompetence made in the 
Mills* letters against the mayor 
and council, but should have 
shown such a ready willingness 
to put their author back on the 
board. What would Mr. Cook 
feel towards a member of the 
county council who charged the 
Warden with Jnpropriety of 
conduct? 

We suggest that Reeve Cook 
should have rallied to the sup- 
port of Mayor Rose and other 
members of counciL It would 
have been to his credit had he 
got hopping mad and repudiat- 
ed with scorn any attempt to 
put Mr. Mills back on the board. 
In supporting him, Reeve Cook 
deserted his mayor and fellow- 
councillors; and in giving their 
support to Reeve Cook, Deputy- 
Reeve Murray and Councillors 
Davis and King were guilty of 
similar desertion. 

The four members of council 
who voted against the return of 
Mills deserve praise, insomuch 
as their votes represented a de- 
fence of the authority of council. 
The reaction to the stand taken 
by Mayor Rose is best summed 
up by the remarks of an Irate 
citizen who said: "Nobody ran 
kick our mayor around." 

The Crestfallen Fwr! 

Looking up the word, "crest- 
fallen", we find it thus defined: 
"With drooping crest; chagrined 
or fortified; dejected or dispirit- 
ed." Any one of these defini- 
tions, it seems to us, was appli- 
cable to Messrs Cook, Murray, 
Davis and King when they 
realized their cause was lost All 
four appeared to be suffering 
from a "drooping crest!" 
Tie "Ghost" 

For most of the evening the 
chairman of the planning board, 
Dr. C. R Boulding, was hover- 
ing around (like the ghost he 
mentioned at the nomination 
meeting in November hut) In 
the precinct* of the council 
chamber, but not deigning to 
take a chair within the chamber 
itself. He was, however, within 
hearing distance of what was 
going on and quickly responded 
to the call of Councillor King, 
who desired to ask him a ques- 
tion. The question was whe- 
ther Mr. Mills was so useful that 
the planning board wanted him 
back? 

The "ghost" came in from the 
shadows, stood just inside the 
doorway of the council chamber 
and said in a voice that aU might 
hear: "Mr. Mills was the most 
valuable member of the plan* 

ning board." But the "ghost" 
seemed jtartled when Councillor 
Davidson stood up and atked 
whether "Aurora needed a 
planning board".

as the Planning Act itself was

When the tie-vote was an- 
nounced, the judge, in the per- 
son of Mayor Rase, was called 
on to pronounce sentence and 
give his deciding vote. The 
crestfaUen four knew their 
plans were doomed; and so did 
the planning board chairman, 
still standing in the doorway. 
The "judge" voted against the 
motion, declared it lost, and a 
moment later the planning board 
chairman departed.

$18 Debate 

When the usual monthly ac- 
counts came under review an 
item of $18 gave rise to a con- 
siderable quibble, for which 
Reeve Cook was mainly respon- 
sible. It was a charge by the 
town foreman for 18 hours of 
Sunday sanding and gravelling 
when the streets were icy and 
dangerous. In the early hours 
of Sunday morning, Jan. 18, 
when most people were com- 
fortable in their beds, Jim 
Goulding was out on the job of 
reducing the risks to life and 
limb when freezing Tain had 
made the streets almost impass- 
able. Two other Sundays were 
included in the $18 account he 
submitted. 

It is true he has a fixed wage, 
but these were most unusual 
conditions and it seemed to us 
that the charge was reasonable, 
subject to no precedent being 
established. However, the ac- 
count was examined and dis- 
cussed until the shadow of old 
Scrooge seemed to be levitating 
around tho council table. Final- 
ly the $18 account was referred 
back to the finance committee. 

Booster Leaflets 

The attitude of Reeve Cook 
towards the 18 "bucks" which 
Jim Goulding asked for in rec- 
ompense for his Sunday life-sav- 
ing activities was in strange con- 
trast to what he was prepared to 
spend on town booster leaflets. 
Mr. Jones Uiought $100 was 
enough, but Mr. Cook flapped 
his benevolent wings and called 
for more generous spending. 
This was in answer to a board 
of trade delegation led by the 
new president, Mr. H. E. Seston. 

It has been suggested to us 
that some employers could boost 
the town by paying better wages 
and provide more security for 
their employees by pension 
schemes and the like. It could 
be that the board of trade will 
presently be tackling theae 
worth-while problems. Unless 
we are misinformed, a good 
many wage-earners in Aurora 
could do with a boost in their 
weekly take-home pay. 
Little Symphony Orchestra 

Mr. Rod Smith and Mr, John 
Sis man came to council as a 
delegation on behalf of a dona- 
tion from the town to help the 
promotion of the Coronation 
Little Symphony Orchestra, with 
Mr. Smith doing the talking, 
which he did with all the sym- 
phonic persuasion of a preacher 

giving a plug for church funds. 
The "outlet" Rod Smith was 
asking for was only the dry sum 
of $100 or perhaps $150. 

Rod's pleasing srnile and af- 
fable plea will no doubt secure 
for him the number of council 
votes necessary to get the "out* 
let" he asked for; and we wish 
him success. It could be that 
some prosperous Industrialist In 
town, with a real love of music 
and a shine on the Little Sym- 
phony, will write a cheque for 
$1,000. A $1,000 donation to the 
Coronation Little Symphony Or- 
chestral What a boost to Au* 
rora! Why, the man who gave 
it would get a plaque to his 
name.
